N e w York, Die. 22. 
Tribune's Key West correspondent 
telegram: From an account of the sur­ 
render of the steamer Virginias' 
prisoners to Lieutenant Commander 
Braine, of tlie Juniata, it appears 
that the Spanish authorities, to tlie 
last moment, kept the poor wretches 
in ignorance of their release, and with 
base inhumanity led them to suppose 
they were to be butchered. 
Priests 
were with them, taking their confes­ 
sions and dying declarations and im­ 
ploring them to look to God for par­ 
don. They were taken out of prison 
' in despair, but on their way to the 
slaughter pens, as they suppo^d, their 
eyes fell on tlie Juuiata Hying a Hag of 
the United States. When they reali­ 
zed tlie truth, a scene occurred which 
beggars description. Their enthusi­ 
asm knew no hounds. They were 
speedily 
transferred 
to tlie deck 
of tlie Juniata, and gave vent to 
the most extravagant but touching 
evidences of joy. Embracing each 
other, some crying, some kissing, and 
others audibly ottering thanks to God 
fur deliverance from tlie horrors of a 
dungeon and the prospect of an igno­ 
minious death. Oil tlie night before 
the surrender, the officers and crew of 
the Juniata were stationed at their 
quarters, her guns being turned on the 
city. Thu ¡Spanish volunteers having 
been excited to open riot by rumor 
that the surrender was to take place, 
large numbers of them went to the 
Governor and begged permission to 
attempt a eaptuie of tlie Juuiata, say­ 
ing they could do it with knives alone. 
The Governor refused to grant permis­ 
sion. Our officers believe the applica­ 
tion was made in earnest, ana not a 
few regrets were expressed that it was 
not favorably entertained, as the Ju­ 
niata alone, not speaking of the Kan­ 
sas and Pinta, would have been more 
than a match for them. 
On the arrival of tin. Pinta at San­ 
tiago, orders came to the ship from 
commander Braine for the Paymaster 
to issue all the blankets and peajackets 
in liis department to the prisoners, 
who were hardly tit to be seen in their 
rags. This was speidly done, 
but 
they were still in a great state of des­ 
titution. Orders came for every man 
on board to give liis own blankets and 
wearing apparel in the good cause, 
and a promise that all would be refun­ 
ded on the arrival of the ship at Key 
West. The officers and men cheer­ 
fully complied with the order, only 
prefering that it should have been is­ 
sued as a request in which c . b j they 
would have obeyed with just as much 
alacrity. Every heart was touched 
by the condition of the prisoners. |The 
poor fellows they were barbarously 
treated. The surrender took place at 
Moro Castle, six miles below Santiago. 
A receipt was given for the prisoners. 
It was reported in Santiago de Cuba, 
when it was found the Virginius had 
been towed out of the harbor of Hav­ 
ana, that a large number of naval offi­ 
cers of high grade telegraphed their 
resignations to the Home Govern­ 
ment. 
Judge Davis to-day granted an or­ 
der returnable to-morrow against 
Sheriff Brennan and Deputy Shields, 
requiring them to show cause why 
they should not lie punished for con­ 
tempt in disregarding the order of the 
court to produce Genet. It appears 
that last Saturday the Assistant Dist­ 
rict Attorney wrote to Brennan assur­ 
ing him that Genet would attempt to 
escape, and an order was given by the 
‘-'ourt on Saturday for tlie confinement 
of Genet in the Tombs until sentence 
was pronounced. 
The order of the 
Court was utterly ignored by the Sher­ 
iff. The latest rumor in regard to the 
escape Is that Genet embarked on liis 
own yacht, which had been loaded 
witli provisions and Hlled witli friends. 
Tlie trial of exMayor Hall commen­ 
ced to-day and tlie work of procuring 
a jury is progressing. 
W a s h i n g t o n . Dec. 22. 
Attorney General Williams lias sent 
to the Secretary of State a lengthy 
written opinion to the effect that the 
Virginius at tlie time of her capture 
had no right to carry the American 
Hag, and her registration by Patterson 
uS nu American ship was in fraud of 
tiie United States.

T h e Harbor. 
The improved tone of the editorial 
articles of the Alt •/>'»* when they are 
written outside the office is so mark­ 
ed that we may be pardoned for in­ 
dulging the hope that a permanent ar­ 
rangement may be made' with the 
writer of yesterday’s leader on tire im­ 
portant question of securing proper 
harbor facilities 
Still while com­ 
mending the courteous tone of the ar­ 
ticle we can by no means agree that 
the only tiling that we can do is to sit 
quietly by until the harbor can be ex­ 
tended to Wilmington. Admitting 
ail that is claimed for the breakwater 
and yet then1 is much to be done that 
is not likely to be dene soon. All this 
time the commerce of Los Angeles is 
crippled by the lighterage tax. If, as 
the Express article claims, after cross­ 
ing the bar there is for one mile in­ 
ward a depth of 25 feet of water and 
an average width of 850 or 1,000 feet, 
then let us have our railroad extended 
to that point, and let Los Angeles 
put its shoulder to the wheel and 
either with or without government 
aid, have that bar dredged away so 
that good-sized vessels can come up to 
the wharf. They can then transfer 
their freight directly to or from the 
railroad, and if it is importunt that 
more room shall be secured there is 
nothing to hinder the extending of the 
harbor inward as fast as it is 
possible to raise the means to 
do so. If we cannot raise the 
money to dredge the bar, then either 
go to Deadman’s Island, or wait until 
the channel cuts its own way through 
the bar (if it will ever do so), which­ 
ever is cheapest. After the point of 
Rattlesnake Island is passed the width 
of the channel that can be maintained 
is 450 feet, and we have grave doubts 
whether this will prove very attract­ 
ive to anything larger than small 
coasting vessels, but even this chan­ 
nel we haven’t got, nor is it likely we 
shall have it soon. 
It may be urged that the company 
will not extend their road to the 
Breakwater or to Rattlesnake Island. 
Of course it will not, if we accept 
the situation, and do nothing to induce 
it to give us better facilities. But if 
the company can be forced to bring rail 
and ship together, by the demands of 
commerce, or the fear of competition, 
then let us bring every influence to 
bear, and our word for it the ¡Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company is not so 
stupid as to let its business slip away 
from it without an effort. How are 
we to secure competition? In various 
ways. The question of building a nar­ 
row gauge railroad from Los Angeles 
to Santa Monica, is now agitating the 
public mind. A wharf cau be built at 
that place at which ships can unload 
in any weather that freight or pas­ 
sengers can be transferred to the light­ 
er at San Pedro. This road and wharf 
can be built for a trifling sum, and in 
a very short time. Owing to the small 
capital that would be invested, and 
the light cost of operating such a road, 
freight can be hnndled at a cost that 
will absolutely defy competition on 
the part of the present clumsy contriv­ 
ance at Wilmington. This project is 
now receiving the earnest attention of 
practical men and it is the interest of 
every one who trades at Los Angeles 
to agitate the subject, and to encour­ 
age such an enterprise. The object 
of the H erald is to hasten the im­ 
provement of our harbor facilities by 
culling attention to their deficiencies, 
and waking up a discussion of the 
best means of remedying them. It 
has no friends to reward and no ene­ 
mies to punish. It has no pet scheme, 
to the sole advocacy of which it is com­ 
mitted, but will encourage any move­ 
ment that promises to give relief. 
The interests of the great territory, the 
commerce of which centers in Los An­ 
geles are its interest, and single-hand­ 
ed, if necessary, it will fight for their 
development. 


W o u l d it not be well for our twi­ 
light contemporary, before making the 
charge of theft against others, to be 
sure that its own skirts are clear? It 
charges us with stealing from a Den­ 
ver paper. The truth is that we simply 
used some historical facts, facts that 
have been published in fifty other pa­ 
pers, either one of which is just as 
much entitled to credit for them, as 
the Denver sheet, and no more so, 
while in the very number of the Ex­ 
press that howls at us, there is an ar­ 
ticle stolen from our editorial columns. 
It was mangled, to be sure, but the 
substance was there, and this is such 
a common practice with the Express, 
that we have not thought it worth 
noticing before. 
Senator Sargent who is anxious 
that the franking privilege shall be 
restored, is reported as saying that it 
has cost the government $100,000 to 
buy scales to weigh wail matter with. 
This statement of the Hon. Senator is 
rather thin. It strikes us that scales 
were needed and used in every post of­ 
fice in the country before the repeal of 
fraukiug. If member* of Congress 
still sent their trunks home by mail as 
thjy used to do when their fiank 


would pass anything through the 
mails, it might be necessary to buy 
larger scales than were in use in those 
days, but happily that kind of busi­ 
ness is stopped, and Jim Stewart if he 
should find it convenient to send a 
Saratoga from Washington to Nevada, 
will prefer the express to the post office. 
Appbopos with the resignation of 
Sickles, the Indianapolis Journal 
stated that ex-Congressman Samuel 
Shellabarger, of Ohio, will be ap­ 
pointed Minister to Spain in case of 
the resignation of General Sickles. On 
the other hand, the Chicago Time* 
avers that Governor Washburn, de­ 
feated candidate for Governor of Wis­ 
consin at the late election, will be the 
lucky man. According to these ar­ 
rangements it would seem that our 
Western contemporaries think the ad­ 
ministration really knows “No North, 
no South, no East”—no nothing but 
the West—in making its foreign ap­ 
pointments. 


Honor Among Thieves. 
New York papers assert that if 
Tweed were to tell what he knows, the 
reputation of many of the leading 
men who have occupied high positions 
in the State of New York for years, 
would fall to the ground. The old 
thief is chewing the bitter cud of re­ 
flection behind the prison bars, and 
keeping quiet now, but if partners 
in crime who are yet free from the 
clutches of the law do not find some 
means of shortening his term of impris­ 
onment, the hardened sinner will con­ 
clude that even the principle of honor 
among thieves does not require him 
to longer hold his tongue, .and such 
revelations will be made as will aston­ 
ish the world. It is doubtful though 
whether the occasion for such a con- 
fesssion will ever arrive. Oakes Ames 
saved himself from expulsion by hold­ 
ing that fearful memorandum book of 
his over the heads of his fellow mem­ 
bers, and Tweed will in like manner 
burst his prison doors. The honor that 
obtains among thieves, though it 
could not save him from conviction, 
will yet release him from punishment.

Bunker Hill.
